history of the earth when 
it had uo satellite, when it 
w as not the globe >ve know 
^ ___ 
it now. but a great liquid 
planet incrusted by a shell some thirty- 
five m iles in thickness. 
That tim e is 
separated from us by an Interval wit loll 
cannot be accurately determined, but 
which must be measured by millions 
of years at least. 
In those early days 
of its planetary career, the earth spun 
on its axis with a constantly Increas­ 
ing sw iftness that reduced the day to 
ii few hours. 
W hen the porhxl of rev­ 
olution had finally dwindled to a bare 
three hours, a catastrophe occurred, 
one of the most fearful in all celestial 
history. 
Such was the enormity of 
the centrifugal force of the earth, that 
five thousand million cubic m iles of its 
m ass were hurled off into space. 
In 
that cataclysm our moon w as horn. 
Strange as its origin may be, the 
moon has still other peculiarities to 
offer. 
It is the largest of all planetary 
satellites, so large indeed that to the 
Inhabitants of a neighboring world it 
must appear with the earth as a mar­ 
velously beautiful double planet. 
Because it is sm aller In mass than 
the earth, the attraction of gravitation 
on the moon is considerably los.*, than 
it is on the earth, 
lf it were possible 
for one of us to journey to the moon 
and live there w e should find our­ 
selves able to accom plish six tim es as 
much as w e can on the earth. 
W e 
could lift w eights six times as heavy, 
run six times as fast. work six times 
as hard all because the moon attracts 
bodies with but one-sixth the force of 
the earth. 
W e could leap over bam s 
with eave. and run a mile at express 
train speed. 
D espite the chasm of 2 ."3,000 miles 
that separates us from the moon, we 
know more of the physical characteris­ 
tics of the single pallid face which it 
ever turns toward us than w e do ut 
the Arctic regions, or of the heart of 
Africa. 
W e have studied, mapped and 
photographed tho great 
dark plains 
which were once thought to be seas 
and were accordingly miscalled “m a­ 
ria;" the lofty mountain ranges that 
som etim es tower 20,(HJO feet above tho 
seas. and the vast, am ildar craters that 
pit the moon's aged features. 
Although it once formed part of the 
earth, the moon la different from our 
globe in many respectf. 
t barred by 
by tires long since dead, honeycombed 
ilk*' a giant ball of slag, scarred by 
terrific volcano upheavals, its tc h s.o 
pie aspect is anything but cheerful. 
(Taters are uoi uncommon features of 
the earth, hut on the moon their num­ 
ber and s iz e are truly asotnisUhig. At 
tin* lunar south pole these* dead volea 
noes are so closely packed togethei 
that to Galileo (the first man w ho ever 
saw the moon through a telescope) 
they seemed like the eyes of a pea­ 
cock’s tail. 
Sat large, 
indeed, 
arc 
many of these craters that a man 
standing within atua* itf them would he 
unable to see tilt* aurrotindlng ram­ 
parts. because they would lie below 
his horlion. 
A diam eter of tA*n. twenty 
Air even sixty m iles is not Infrequently 
met with in a lunar crater. 
Arc these cratera all dead? Most as­ 
tronomers believe so. but I r o f e s s o i 
NY. ll. Pickering, of Harvard I nlver- 
sity 
lias recorded a number o f obser­ 
vations that seem t*» point to tho activ­ 
ity of a few of them at least. 
Ile ra­ 
iles chiefly on the fluctuation* in size 
which have been observed in a com­ 
paratively sm all crater culled U ntie. 
I in an old map one observer m i*; Ais 
U nite as a i rater of moderate size. 
A 
century later it is deacvilted as a small, 
round, brilliant spot. 
W hen modern 
instrum ents of precision w ere invented 
tile crater w as measured repeatedly, 
with decidedly surprising results. Once 
its diam eter w as four miles; then It 
grew to six miles, and now it lias 
shrunk to three-quarters of a mile. 
lf 
this volcano U extinct, how com es it 
that it changes its size so strangely t 
Still another proof of activity is found 
by Professor Pickering in the eccen­ 
tricities of a 
gigantic crater called 
Plato, and in dense clouds of white va­ 
por which have appear Isl before his 
eyes, 
rising 
from a tortuous cleft 
known as Schroeter’s Valley. 
Sat mi­ 
nute have been Professor Pickering’a 
observations that their accuracy can 
not he seriously called bim question. 
Granting that a few <»t the m oons 
craters are active, it follow s that they 
must discharge sounding into space. 
That something, judged by our earthly 
volcanoes, must be w ater and carbonic 
acid gas. 
Because the pressure ou the 
moon’s surface is exceedingly low, and 
because the temperature during the 
long', cold lunar night is probably not 
far from 4dO dog. F. below zero, water 
eau not possibly exist in the* flui<l state. 
lei* aud snow' are the only forms water

sunrise anil gradually disappear toward 
sunset. 
They are not shadows, for 
they are most pronounced when the 
sun is high in the heavens. 
They ap­ 
pear quickly ut the equator, and en­ 
croach on the higher latitudes after a 
few days have elapsed. 
They are 
never seen in the polar regions. 
It Is 
iii these variable spots that Professor 
Pickering lias discovered what lie con­ 
siders to be vegetation. 
W hether lie la 
right or wrong this much is certain: 
Ile lias explained with admirable sim- 
piicity a phenomenon that has long 
puzzled astronomers. 
To offset the ob­ 
jections that the tem perature of tin 
moon Is too low to support organic lift 
it may he answered that certain lieb 


I ens thrive iii our own Arctic regions, 
where the temperature rarely rises 
above the m elting |>oint of lee. 
More­ 
over, many bacteria resist tin* most 
intense cold that w e eau produce. 
It 
may be objected that in a single day 
vegetation can not grow appreciably, 
but oil the moon a day is equal to 
fifteen of our days, and may well bf 
likened to a miniature season. 
The advances which have recently 
been made in selenography by Profes 
sor Pickering show that although tin 


I moon is not a riotously luxuriant abode 
it is anything but the lifidess orb com ­ 
monly supposed, 
it may be desolate 
and cold, but it is not altogether dead. 
—Scientific American 


PHOSPHORUS IN APPLE. 


Specially A d ap te d to Ite n e w ln s th e Ner- 
f o u l S ystem of th e B ra in . 
Apples are said to contain more phos­ 
phorus than any other fruit or vegeta­ 
ble. and it is claimed that this m akes 
them specially adapted to renewing 
the nervous matter of the brain and 
spinal cord. 
Perhaps, for the sam e 
reason rudely understood, the old Scan­ 
dinavian traditions represent the apple 
as the food of the gods, who, when 
they felt them selves grow ing feeble 
and infirm, resorted bi this fruit for 
renewing their powers of mind and 
body. 
As far back as tho tenth century 
medical authorities be ca rn a* enthusias­ 
tic in their writings over remarkable 
curative properties of different friuts. 
In more modern tim es this has been 
revived, 
and nearly 
every one has 
heard of tin* “grape cure,” the apple, 
peach or strawberry cure. 
One writer 
is said 11t have recommended in special 
eases cating tw enty pounds of straw- 
herrics a day. 
T he sam e writer abo 
cites eases in which 
m aniacs 
have 
gained their reason by the exclusive 
usa* of cherries. 
These Instances savor 
of the ridiculous, but there is uat doubt 
that the Mi culled “grape cure" fAU* in­ 
dignation and other evils has resulted 
iii great good to persons trying it. The 
fruit > I it • ii Bl be of good quality; if it 
is not and the grapes are sour and 
watery, the patient may 
Im* harmed 
rather than benefited.

Body by Fly* Bito, 
A few years ago new s w as sent 
abroad of a mysterious sleeping sick­ 
ness prevailing among the E ast African 
tribes, anil 
som etim es 
affecting the 
w hite residents am ong them. 
No one 
attacked by this malady ever got w ell, 
and it w as, therefore, to be expected 
that medical science should without 
delay seek to explain its origin and, 
lf possible, find a prophylactic and 
cure. 
It is now ascertained Ut be due 
to a bliTATil parasite convoyed to the 
body by the biti* of a fly, finally reach­ 
ing the bruin, where it ends in the 
death of tin* patient without his res- 
toration to consciousness. 
This discovery has been made by a 
British Government, Commission under 
the direction of Colonel Bruce, w hich 
has been w orking at the problem since 
11)02. 
Colonel Bruce had previously 
investigated tin* deadly T setse fly, also 
an insect of those regions, its bite fatal 
to i*attle and SA»mo other anim als. 
Ills 
success in this field gave token that his 
qualifications for the work assigned 
him were the best that the Govern­ 
ment could command. 
The injurious 
tty w hich he has hunted out and con­ 
victed as the carrier of tin* disease 
bears the scientific name of glossina 
pnlpalis. 
it is chiefly prevalent iii the 
jungles along the rivers ami lakes, aud 
docs not voluntarily m ove more than a 
few hundred yards therefrom. 
The m onkeys of the region appear 
to be infected in the sam e manner as 
the more advanced natives. 
Of the 
latter, iii the Uganda region, more than 
a hundred thousand perished between 
the years HHH and HMH, and the out­ 
look for those w ho inhabit the districts 
infested by the insect, in particular the 
low-lying coasts and islands of the 
Victoria Nyanza. presents few features 
of encouragement. The white man. not 
yet over numerous in those regions, 
though he w ill swarm there in increas­ 
ing m ultitudes as the Cape to Cairo 
Railroad progresses, know s how to 
take care of him self and will probably 
not suffer from the pest to any great 
extent; but tin* native is alw ays ex ­ 
posed, and unless som e extirpator}' 
method can be hit upon, pulling the in­ 
sect up by the roots, as it were, it 
prom ises to go hard w ith him, as it 
has already gone. 
R elief from one injurious fly is som e­ 
tim es found iii the introduction of nn-

glossina palpal!* may turn up one of 
these days, in which case the mid- 
rcgiotis of Eastern Africa pvesA*nt a 
field for the activities to which Colonel 
Bruce will joyously givA* it welcome;

Mr. M itchell w rote “Sadie Hay" for a 
popular m instrel performer, and it w as 
sung anil w histled and tum-tummed 
on pianos In every nook and corner of 
this country. 
Most of tho copies long 
since w ent into the ash barrels, and 
the rest are iu the attics. 
Look at tho 
titles of some of Mr. M itchell’s most 
popular songs: “ Dear Sunny Days o f 
tho Past,” “Dance Me, Papa, on Your 
Knee,” “Amber T resses Tied in Blue." 
“The Lane That Led to School.” “My 
Hove 
Sleeps 
Under

official cognizance of the famine 
which- has grown to such great 
proportions in Northern Japan. 
In an appeat to the American 
people issued last afternoon the 
President requests that contri- 
butions for the sufferers for the 
famine be forwarded to the Na- 
tional Red Cross. The appeal, 
which was made public by Secre- 
Loeb, is as follows: 


"Feb. 
13.—The. famine 
in 


Northern Japan is proving much 
more serious than at first sup- 
posed and thousands of persons 
are on the verge of starvation. It 
is a calamity such as may occas- 
ionally befall any country. Na- 
tions, like men, .should stand ever 
ready to aid each other in dis- 
tress, aud I appeal to the Ameri- 
can people to help from their 
abundance their suffering fellow- 
men of the great and friendly 
nation of Japan. I recommend 
that contributions for the pur- 
pose he sent to the American 
National Red Cros>, which will 
forward Mich funds to the Japa- 
nese Red Cross, to he used as the 
Japanese government may direct. 


Contributions may be made to 
the local Red Cross treasurers or 
sent direct to the Hon. Charles 
Hallam Keep, Red Cross treasur- 
er, United States Treasury De- 
partment, Washington.

HHRB wa* n time in the 
history of the earth when 
U had no satellite, when it i 
was not the globe we know 
It now, but a great liquid 


planet Incrnsted by a shell some thirty- 
five miles in thickness. That time IH 
separated from us by an Interval which 
cannot be accurately determined, but 
which inusi be measured by millions 
of years at least. In those early daya 
of its planetary career, the earth spun 
on its axis with a constantly Increas- 
ing swiftness that reduced the day to 
a few hours. When the period of rev- 
olution bad finally dwindled to a bare 
three hours, a catastrophe occurred, 
one of the most fearful lu all celestial 
history. 
Such was the enormity of 


tho centrifugal force of the earth, that 
five thousand million cubic miles of Its 
mass were hurled off Into space. In 
that cataclysm our moon was born, 


Strange as its origin may be, the 


moon has still other peculiarities to 
offer. It Is the largest of all planetary 
satellites, so large indeed that to the 
Inhabitants of a neighboring world it 
must appear with the earth as a mart 
velously beautiful double planet. 


Because it Is smaller In mass than 


the earth, the attraction of gravitation 
on the moon is considerably less than 
It is on the earth. If it were possible 
for one of us to Journey to the moon 
and live there we should tlnd our- 
selves able to accomplish six times as 
much «»• we can on the earth. 
We 


could lift weights six times as heavy, 
run six times as fast, work six times 
as bard—all because the moon attracts 
bodies with but one-sixth the force of 
the earth. We could leap over barns 
with en^e, and run a mile at express 
train speed. 


Despite Uio chasm of 253,000 miles 


that separates us from the moon, we 
know more of the physical characteris- 
tics of the single pallid face which it 
ever turns toward us than we do of 
tho Arctic regions, or of the heart of 
Africa. Wo have studied, mapped and 
photographed the great dark plains 
which were once thought to be seas 
und were accordingly miscalled "ma- 
rla;" the lofty mountain ranges that 
sometimes tower 20,000 feet abo\ethe 
sens, and tho vast, annular*craters that 
alt the moon's aged features. 


Although it once formed part of the 


earth, the moon is different from our 
globe iu many respects-. 
Charred by 


ity ilros long since dead, honeycombed 
lik« a giant bull of slug, scarred hj 
terrific volcano upheaval*, its telesco- 
pic aspect is an> thing but cheerful, 


arc u«t uncommon features of 


the earth, but on the moon their iinin- 
L>er ami size jne truly asotnishing. At 
the lunar -onth »o!o these dead volca- 
noes are -so closely packed together 
that to Galileo (the flrst ninii who ever 
saw- the mooii through a toleseopel 
they sormetl like the eyes of a pea- 
cock's tail. 
So large, 
indeed, arc 


many of these craters Unit u mnn 
binding within one of them would be 
unable to see the surrounding ram- 
Dirts, because they would lie below 
lis horizon. A diameter of ten. twenty 
>r oven sixty miles is not Infrequently 
met with in a lunar crater. 


Are these crntcrs all dead? Most ns- 


trnnoincrs believe so, but Professor 
W II. I'lckcrlng. of Harvard Univer- 
sity, has recorded a number of obser- 
vations that svem to point to the activ- 
ity of a few of them «t least. He re- 
lics chiefly ou the fluctuations in slsse 
which have been observed in a com- 
paratively small crater called lannc. 
(In nn «bl map one observer records 
l;lnno as a (niter of moderate size. A 
contnrj Inter it is described us a small, 
lotind, brilliant spot. 
When modern 


Instrument* of precision were invented 
the crater was measured repeatedly, 
with decidedly surprising results. Once 
its diameter was tour miles; then It 
grow to six ii'ilpj*. and now it lias 
shrunk to three-quarters of a mile. If 
this- volcano is extinct, bow comrs U 


at it changes its size so strangely'.' 


Still another proof of activity Is found 
by Professor Pickering iu tho eccen- 
tricities of » gigantic crater called 
Plato, and in dense clouds of white va- 
por which have appeared before bis 
pyes. 
rising 
from a tortuous cleft 


known as Scbrocter's Valley. So mi- 
nute have been Professor Pickering's 
observations that their accuracy can 
not bo seriously called Into tiuustlon. 


Granting thnt a few of tlu> moon's 


craters are active,'Jt follows that they 
must discharge someting into space. 
That something, judged by our earthly 
volcanoes, must be water and carbonic 
acid gas. Because the pressure ou the 
moon's surface Is exceedingly low, and 
because the temperature during the 
long', cold lunar night Is probably not 
far from 400 deg. F. below zero, water 
can not possibly <exlsl In the fluid state. 
Ice and snow are the only forms water 
can assume. f 


Is there any evidence of snow and 


Ice? 
Almost every crater Is lined 


with white. The lofty peaks of moun- 
tain ranges nro hooded In white. 
Al 


the South Pole the white glare Is al- 
most blinding. What is this white 
Hhcen? 
Merely the natural color of 


the moon's wrinkled face, according 
to most astronomers—snow and ice 
forming where it should form, accord 
Ing to Professor Plckeriug. The dls 
appearance and reappearance of these 
white spots are admirably explained 
by this theory; for snow and ice woult 
raporlsse J« the long lunar day—equn" 
to fifteen of our days, and congea 
again in white crystals as the sun sets 


It has been said that an earthly vol 


Conceding 
Hint n lunar crater ejects wnter iii the 
form of a vapor and carbonic acid gas 
l» there nny reason why life, In it 
lowest forms at least/ muy not exls 
on the moonj Professor Pickering be 
llevex that he has discovered traces o 
vegetation.

ou the moon, spots that darken after 
unrlse and gradually disappear toward 
unset. 
They are not shadows, for 


hey are most pronounced when Ihe 
an Is high iu the heavens. They ap- 
pear quickly ut the equator, and en- 
roach on the higher latitudes after a 
ew days have elapsed. 
They arc 


lever seen in the polar regions. It is 
n these, variable spots that Professor 
dickering has discovered what he con- 
Iders to be vegetation. Whether he is 
right or wrong this much is certain: 
•le has explained with admirable slm- 
illciiy u phenomenon that has long 
tuzzled astronomers. To offset the ob- 
ectlonw thnt the temperature of the 
moon to too low to support organic life 
t may be answered that certain lich- 
ns thrive in our own Arctic regions, 
where the temperature rarely rises 
ibov« the melting point of ice. 
More- 


aver, many bacteria resist the most 
ntense cold that we can produce. It 
nay be objected that iu n single day 
ege.iatlon can not grow appreciably, 
>ut on the moon a day is equal to 
ifteen of our days, and may well be 
Ikened to a miniature season. 
The advances which have recently 


beeu made la selenography by Profes- 
sor Pickering show that although the 
moon is not a riotously luxuriant abode 
t Is anything but the lifeless orb com- 
nonly supposed. It may be desolate 
and cold, but it is not altogether dead. 
—Scientific American.

A tew years ago news was gent 


abroad of a mysterious sleeping sick- 
ness prevailing among the Bast African 
tribes, and sometimes affecting the 
white residents among them. No one 
attacked by this malady ever got well, 
and It was, therefore, to be expected 
that medical science should without 
delay seek to explain Its origin and, 
if possible, tlnd a prophylactic and 
cure. It is now ascertained to be due 
to a blood parasite conveyed to the 
body by the bite of a fly, finally reach- 
ing the brain, where it ends in the 
death of the patient without his res- 
toration to consciousness. 


This discovery has been made by a 


British Government Commission under 
tho direction of Colonel Bruce, which 
has been working at the problem since 
1002. 
Colonel Bruce had previously 


Investigated the deadly Tsetse fly, also 
an insect of t,hose regions, its bite fatal 
to cattle and some other animals. Ills 
success In this field gave token that his 
qualifications for the work assigned 
him were the best that the Govern- 
ment could command. The injurious 
fly which he has hunted out and con- 
victed as the carrier of tho disease 
bears the scientific name of glossiua 
palpulis. It Is chiefly prevalent In the 
Jungles along the rivers and takes, and 
does not voluntarily move more than a 
few hundred yards therefrom. 


The monkeys of the region appear 


to be Infected in the same manner as 
the more advanced natives. Of the 
latter, in the Uganda region, more than 
a hundred thousand perished between 
the years 1901 and 1004, and the out- 
look for those who inhabit the districts 
infested by the. insect, In particular tho 
low-tying coasts and Islands of the 
Victoria Nyonza, presents few features 
of encouragement. The white man, not 
yet over numerous in those regions, 
though he will swarm there in increas- 
ing multitudes us the Cape to Cairo 
Uallrond progresses, knows how to 
take care of himself and will probably 
not suffer from the pest to any great 
extent; but the native is always ex- 
posed, and unless some extlrputory 
method can be hit upon, pulling the In- 
sect up by the roots, as It were. It 
promises to go hard with him. as It 
Uas already gone. 


Ilelipf from one Injurious fly is some- 


times found in the Introduction of an- 
other, and tho natural enemy of the 
glosslna pnlpalls may turn up one of 
these days, In which case tho mid- 
regions of Eastern Africa present a 
field for the activities to which Colonel 
Bruce will Joyously give it welcome. 
Pasteur found a bug to destroy the 
phylloxera bug, thus s.n Ing all the 
urape vines and preserving the annual 
\vinc crop of France, and science has 
many achievements of this kind to its 
credit. In its grapple with the sleep- 
ing sickness fly tho latter need not 
necessarily bo n favorite In the bet- 
ting;.— Brooklyn Citizen.
